(■ompHny, the Supreme 
Court of the United 
States holds ' that Ken- 
tucky bad no rii;ht to

Ferry CoinpHny. fur the 
reason that it derived its* franchise from Ituli- 
ana and not from Kentucky, notwithstanding 
it alao held a cliarter from the latter state. 
Incidentally, says The Commercial Tribune, 
and something in the nature of a snrjmse, the 
Court was enaltled \o deei(U^ tlie case without 
ringing in interstate t'oinint>rce in any form. 
Counsel for the Feny ComjKiny endeaxoietl 
to indute the Court to say that the taxation 
of the franchise by Kentucky was, in its 
effect, a restraint of interstate commerce, but 
the Court decline* 1 to go into a question with 
which it is lieimr ^'ombarded every day--a tnl- 
eral)ly iiond t-viiK'nce of prosperity, hy the 
way, — finding other grounds on which to base 
its o}>inion. The decision will have a most 
important bearing on the taxation of franchises 
everywhere, and not confined to fei-ry or 
bridge franchises between any two indestructi- 



ble states of an indMCniMlfale Union, as Chief 
Justice Chase once put it. In fact, the very 
avoidance of the interstate feature of case 
emphasizes the views of the Supreme Court 
on the lack of ])ower of a state to tax a fran- 
chise derived from and through the authority 
and power of another state. 

In the ferry case, after reciting the fact?, 
the Supreme Court, through Justice Uarlak, 
said : 

"As, then, the privileffe of niaiiitnininp; the ferry in 
(HH'Ktion frdiii the IiHiiiiiia hIhiic tn thi- KiMitiicky shore 
IR a fraiidhisi' ilcrived from Iiidiiinti, iiiut as that trail- 
( hist; is H viiliiahle i>roperty ri^hf, is it within th6 powcr 

(if Kentucky to tax it directly or imlirectly? 

The franchise obtained (rem Indiana is not in the com- 
pany's charter granted liy Kentucky. It '\» contained 

only in the act ot the Legislature of Indiana 

It ia not within the ioriidictioa ot Kentucky. The tax- 
ation ot that tranchiae by Kentucky i», in our opinion, 
a deprivation by that state ot the property of the Ferry 
Company without due process of law, in violation ot 
the fourfrenth iimendnu iit of the Ci iiistiliitii>n, as murh 
sii iin if Kentucky had taxed the real estate of the Ferry 
(.'ompany in Indiana." 

if a franchise of a Ferry Com])any derived 

from Indiana cannot he taxed l)y Kentucky, 
notwithstanding the fact that it ihies business 
in Kentucky, would Kentucky, or any other 
Htate, have the pow^ to tax the franchise of 
an insurance company, or any other sort of 
corjtoration, deriving its franchise from Indi- 
ana^ Oenying that the i[uestinn was decided 
as it wa«i, Itecause of interstate cf umiunce in 
any shaj»e, the conclusion .seems t(j ho against 
the right of a state to tax the franchise of 
a corporation derived from another state, not- 
withstanding the corporation does business in 
the state making the assessment against the 
fninciiise. 

If that iic tlie ccirrect \ irw, the revenues of 
Xtiw Jersey will he increased to the jkmit of 
obliteration of taxes, for of the right of a 
state granting a franchise to tax it there is no 
doid)t.
